On Sunday, June 25, starting at 3 
P.M. EDT, National Educational Tele- 
vision (NET) will participate in and 
present to its own viewers a two- 
hour, all-live show—“Our World”’— 
that will originate in 19 nations on five 
continents of the world. It will be 
seen simultaneously in 30 countries, 
via four satellites (three American 
and one Russian), with a fifth US. 
satellite standing by. 
® The show, two years in the making, 
will carry a variety of content—from 
views of a Japanese shrimp farm 
in Takamatsu, to plant-growth ex- 
periments in a phytotron in Can- 
berra, and from Beatles music to that 
of Rachmaninoff. It will turn its 
cameras on 42 locales from Prairie 
Hills, Wis., to Cumbernauld, Scotland, 
to Samarkand, U.S.S.R., and will be 
speeded on its way by ground stations 
in places such as Toowoomba, Aus- 
tralia and Goonhilly Downs, England. 

The combined efforts of the BBC, 

NET and several other broadcasting 
organizations will make the program 
available to half a billion television 
viewers around the globe. While 
they’re watching, it will be lunchtime 
in Vancouver and midnight in Sverd- 
lovsk—and viewers may be shown a 
split screen of the sun rising and 
sinking at the same moment. 
"In the United States, imaginative, 
hard-working, but never well-heeled 
NET (which must usually ship its 
tapes from station to station) will 
spend «precious funds on a _ simul- 
taneous microwave hookup that thus 
far includes 80 stations of the 115 
U.S. educational stations which are 
NET affiliates. 

Tune in. It will do all of us some 
good to see how close together we 
all might be today, if only govern- 
ments could get along as well as men.

When Will Sportscasters 
Be Allowed To Speak Up? 


Now, the majority tell you everything except the facts 
BY MELVIN DURSLAG 


For openers, Howard Cosell makes it 
plain that he is a rare object of art, 
the kind a collector might spend a 
lifetime seeking. “There never has 
been one like me before,” he informs 
you, “and there never will be one 
like me again.” 

Some of his colleagues say “Thank 
heavens,” but it is undeniable that 
Cosell, TV-and-radio sports commen- 
tator for ABC, is an unusual species. 
Since nobody discusses Howard with 
the verve and the enthusiasm with 
which he discusses himself, we turn 
the microphone over to him. 

“TI am a journalist,” he says. “I am 


no house man, no shill and no pretty 
boy who is on the air only because 
his looks are merchandisable. I stand 
for frank, creative journalism in a 
business in which too many others 
are the essence of blandness. They 
stand for nothing. This doesn’t mean 
we have no respectable people in 
sports broadcasting besides myself. It 
only means that too many are on the 
air who are an affront to listeners 
beyond the age of 6.” 

Whether Cosell is the god of oratory 
who will deliver the sports broadcast- 
ing children from their furrow isn’t 
known. But two facts are pretty well 
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established: (a) Howard is a fearless, 
often good sportscaster, and (b) he 
is romping about a field in which im- 
provement distinctly is needed. 

Considering their size and their in- 
fluence as media, television and radio 
haven’t, in the estimation of many, 
matured as reportorial and editorial 
forces in sports. Progress has been 
noted in some areas, but provincialism 
and pussyfootism still abound, and po- 
litical manipulations behind the scenes 
Pose obstructions to announcers, many 
of whom would do a better job if they 
didn’t fear the system. 

“Fear still dominates the industry,” 
says Cosell. “The fear of offending 
on TV and radio prevents the kind of 
bold commentary necessary to any 
major news medium.” 

Those who cover teams on the air 
locally are generally selected by the 
club and approved by the station, 
or vice versa. Often the sponsor’s ad 
agency pokes its nostrils into the 
selection, making the announcer be- 
holden to many masters. 

“Announcers have been the slaves 
of promoters, teams, agencies and the 
like for too long,” says Don Dunphy, 
veteran sportscaster whose specialty 
is boxing. “Many years ago, as broad- 
caster for the New York Yankees, I 
mentioned casually one afternoon, 
‘The Yanks look jittery today.’ 

“The next day I received a note 
from the front office. It advised me, 
‘Don’t ever make the Yanks look jit- 
tery.’ We are frightened and squeam- 
ish in this business. I think we are 
ready for the kind of comment that 
was made over CBC [Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation] by Bob Penning- 

_ton [of Toronto], the color man with 
whom I worked the Cassius Clay- 
Brian London fight from England. 
Pennington told his audience, ‘This 
fight is a disgrace to Britain. And 
the British Boxing Board should 
consider withholding London’s purse.’ ” 

At the local level, announcers cover- 

ing the teams today usually fall into 


two groups. One—the more objection- 
able—is known as the “homer,” which 
is to say he identifies personally with 
the home club, referred to usually as 
“we” and “us.” He does this in most 
cases because he is encouraged to do 
so by the club management or the 
school, which controls his employment 
and which couldn’t care less about 
quality journalism. 

The other type of broadcaster cover- 
ing the home team is impartial and 
objective for two reasons. First, he 
prefers to be. And second, the club 
or the school allows him to be. 

“In all the years I did the games 
for the Boston Red Sox,” says Curt 
Gowdy, “I never insulted the intelli- 
gence of our listeners or made a fool 
of myself by rooting for the home 
team. Tom Yawkey, the owner, said, 
‘I listen to your broadcasts, too. Just 
give me the game as it happens—and 
leave the rooting to me.’” 


The objective reporter is, of course, 
an improvement over the “homer,” 
but not the last word in TV-and-radio 
journalism, either. Since he is a cap- 
tive of the club owner and perhaps 
the ad agency too, he is restrained 
from offering in his broadcasts all the 
information related to his beat. 

Say, for instance, sharp words have 
been exchanged between a football 
coach and his general manager, and a 
condition less than harmonious pre- 
vails. This is news not likely to. be 
passed along to the listeners. Nor are 
they likely to question the wisdom of 
an ownership when a Frank Robinson 
is traded to another team and in his 
first year wins just about all the dec- 
orations for batting. 

“There is no doubt but that the 
announcers on the beats must put the 
brakes on themselves,” says Les 
Keiter, a seasoned Philadelphia sports- 
easter. “The good ones try their best 
to keep their dignity without commit- 
ting professional suicide. And the bad 
ones don’t even try to keep continued 
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Sportscasters / continued 


their dignity.” 

At the national level, announcers 
doing, say, baseball and football, nor- 
mally are hired by the networks, 
pending approval of the team, or the 
league or association whose games 
are broadcast. And often the ad 
agency enters the picture, too, as it 
does at the local level. 


For professional football—a series of 
local broadcasts tied to a national 
package—the networks have done a 
reasonably respectable job of elimi- 
nating home-town rooting. CBS con- 
ducts a preseason clinic for all its 
announcers working the National 
Football League games, and makes a 
point of encouraging good journalism. 
Or at least as good as the announcers 
are able to deliver and still retain 
the favor of their local clubs, which 
have approved their hiring. 

NBC, too, has tried to reduce home- 
townism in its American Football 
League telecasts. In fact, its analyst on 
national shows, Paul Christman, has 
been known to make biting editorial 
remarks. He also is laudatory, the 
combination of the two adding up to 
the kind of thing expected by the 
mature, knowledgeable fan. 

If, as Les Keiter says, broadcasters 
who work the beats must apply the 
brakes, who is permitted to step on 
the accelerator? For the most part, 
this luxury belongs to the inde- 
pendent commentators with daily 
shows. They appear to be the main 
hope of the TV and radio industries 
for frank sports journalism. 

In some instances, these commen- 
tators come through with the real 
story, but the system is against them. 
Say, for example, a local station locks 
up the broadcasts of a baseball or foot- 
ball team. To the station this is a val- 
uable property, promotionally and 
financially. So the tendency, in most 
cases, is for the station to play ball 
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with its team, build it up and avoid 
hard comment on what might displease 
the club management. The material 
delivered by the commentators on 
those stations isn’t necessarily dis- 
torted; it is just watered. And there 
also are occasions on which the news 
is eliminated altogether. 

“When you work for a station that 
carries a team’s broadcasts,” says Jim 
Healy, director of sports for KABC- 
TV in Los Angeles, “you don’t get 
notes ordering you to give the best of 
it to your station’s team. It is just 
understood that you will. And if you 
say something that offends the team, 
the owner won’t come to you. He will 
go directly to the station management.” 


A onetime color man on a Los An- 
geles Rams broadcast, Healy admits 
he knew his place. “The Rams played 
a terrible first half in Chicago,” he 
recalls. “They had five passes inter- 
cepted. I had a half-time guest—a 
newspaperman—who, to my horror, 
began, ‘The Rams look like a volley- 
ball team out there today.’ I quickly 
got him off the subject, because I 
knew it was my job to get him off the 
subject. Either that, or go sell neckties 
for a living. 

“Now I do two nightly shows for a 
station that has no local teams under 
contract. This means that my com- 
mentary is not restricted. I am per- 
mitted—in fact, encouraged—to say 
what I think. And I do.” 


Van Patrick, director of sports for 
the Mutual network, and sportscaster 
for the last 30 years, points to another 
obstacle to unflinching journalism on 
the air. “The big ambition of the young 
announcer,” he says, “is to cover a 
local team or bust out of his town and 
catch on with one of the networks. 
Knowing that offended team manage- 
ments can impede his progress, he is 
often going to proceed under wraps.” 
The presence of “under-wraps” jour- 
nalism on TV and radio has resulted 
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in an increased effort on the part of 
the better newspapers to offer readers 
information they aren’t likely to glean 
from the other media. Unable to com- 
pete with TV and radio on live cov- 
erage, the papers have, to a large 
extent, concentrated on interpretive 
reporting, on comment and on inti- 
mate stories related to the live news. 


One listening to the broadcasts of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, for instance, 
never discovered that manager Wal- 
ter Alston, irritated by players 
griping about the bus, asked the driver 
to stop—and invited anyone who 
wasn’t happy to meet him outside. 
This choice news morsel was carried 
in the newspapers. 

Nor did those tuned to New York 
Yankee games ever hear that a group 
of players had been fined by the 
manager for drinking and disorder- 
liness in the Newark airport bar. 

“Sportswriters like to pour it on 
us and call us gutless,’ says Curt 
Gowdy, “but there is plenty of poli- 
ticking and home-town rooting and 
sins of omission in the sports pages, 
too.” True, a lot of bad journalism 
abounds in the sports pages of 
America. But what incisive and un- 
restricted coverage there is in the 
daily media, still is dispensed, for the 
most part, by the newspapers. 

Will TV and radio ever remove the 
wraps altogether? 

“T doubt it,’ says Howard Cosell. 
“The fact I’ve been permitted to stay 
around is a miracle.” 

Gowdy is more optimistic. “TV and 
radio are growing,” he says. “Before 
long, stations and networks.are going 
to demand complete autonomy in the 
hiring of sports announcers. Once the 
announcer needn’t worry about 
agencies and team managements, his 
work will improve.” 

Will the teams refuse to go on TV? 

“For the kind of dough they are 
getting,” says Gowdy, “I think they 
will go along.”

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Their names are Johnnie Whitaker (who’s 7) and Anissa 
Jones (she's 9), and they are the two children—supposed 
twins—who are the tiny wards of Brian Keith on Family Affair.

A Teen-age Idol 
Passes 30 


Jimmy Darren of 
‘The Time Tunnel’ is trying 


to forget his ‘Gidget’ days 


ing ‘Hiya, baby,’ ‘Hiya, sweetheart.’”’) 
He locked himself up in his trailer- 
dressing-room every day right through 
the lunch break. (“I’d rather think.”) 

Among the things this brooding 
loner has to think about is a Holly- 
wood career that sounds like some- 
thing from a corner-drugstore maga- 
zine rack, Eleven years ago Jimmy 
Ercolani was a reticent kid from South 
Philadelphia. Then (zap!), as “Jim- 
my Darren,” he was an Instant Star; 
he went on to make 14 movies; his 
fan club grew to be one of the noisi- 
est if not biggest any movie star ever 
had; as a singer he became a teen- 
age idol. 

When he was 17, way back in 1954, 
Jimmy had made a fruitless trip to 
Hollywood to be “discovered.” He 
hung around Schwab’s drugstore for 
six months and finally left town, tail 
between legs. Later he was riding 
an elevator in mid-Manhattan one 
day when he was spotted by a talent 
executive from Columbia Pictures. In 
a matter of days Darren was in Holly- 
wood. In a matter of weeks he was on 
a soundstage in his first starring pic- 
ture, “Rumble on the Docks.” Says 
Joyce Selznick, his continued 
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discoverer, “He was not one of those 
untouchable stars. He got right down 
there with the fans. And he was so 
beautiful.” 

What is it that electrifies talent 
executives, galvanizes studio heads, 
generates fan mail, breeds fan clubs 
and jangles female susceptibilities 
across the land? You have to ask 
the Other Sex. : 

They say it’s his striking good 
looks—basic, classic, Greco-Roman: 
“T’ve known any number of young ac- 
tors who were pretty, but Jimmy has 
a structure underneath that’s never 
going to change.” They say it’s his 
union of opposites (like sweet-and- 
sour pork): “I find him both strong 
and gentle.” They say it’s something 
no man will ever know: “Jimmy 
makes me feel like a woman and a 
- little girl at the same time.” 

Today the “former” teen-age idol 
is 31. It bothers him that his earlier 
celebrity in the three beach-party 
flicks—‘‘Gidget,” “Gidget Goes Hawai- 
ian” and “Gidget Goes to Rome”— 
still hangs on. It was the title song 
for the first “Gidget” that resulted in 
his recording contract and a whole 
separate career that is still happily 
tootling along. 

Being a teen-age idol is not all 
fun and games, he recalls. “At times 
it was Chinese torture. In San Fran- 
cisco a crowd of girls age 13 to 16 
tore down the TV studio doors, pulled 
me out and pinned me to the ground, 
tearing my jacket, ripping my clothes 
off and pulling souvenir hairs from 
my head.” 

In a New England town the police 
chief saved him from rapacious fans 
by pushing him into a waiting squad 
car in the manner of The Beatles. Once 
in Hollywood he found his car fend- 
ers, doors and trunk painted with 
the names and phone numbers of four 
girl fans. Another time a fan inked 
her phone number on the bottom. of 
his new trench coat. “It’s a nice thing 
to look back on,” says Jim, “but it 


wasn’t much fun at the time.” Most 
of those girls have evidently stuck 
with him. Darren has received an 
avalanche of fan mail at 20th Century- 
Fox this year. 


Darren’s story begins in South Phil- 
adelphia, which also spawned Bobby 
Rydell, Joey Bishop, Eddie Fisher, 
Joey Forman, Fabian, Frankie Avalon, 
Mario Lanza, Buddy Greco, Al Martino 
and Chubby Checker. “James Wil- 
liam Ercolani” was his billing at birth, 
and he lived all his boyhood in a 
boisterous Italian household with his 
father, William, his mother, Virginia 
Di Josie, his kid brother, Johnny, 
three uncles, an aunt and his maternal 
grandparents, in their two-story, five- 
bedroom, brick-front house at 10th 
and Ritner. His parents worked in a 
menswear factory and his grand- 
mother prepared the pasta and sauce 
and ran the household for all 10 
people. A lot more relatives showed 
up on Sundays. 

Grandmother Clara Di Josie gave 
young Jimmy his start. “When I was 
8, she used to give me a dime to 
sing her favorite song, ‘Besame 
Mucho,’ and she would call in some 
of the neighbors to listen.” 

Jimmy was the shy one in the 
roisterous menage. Egged on by his 
extroverted family, he took to the 
trumpet, but not very enthusiasti- 
cally, “Once when I was playing 
hooky from my trumpet lessons my 
uncle and my dad caught me in the 
candy store on 9th Street, hiding un- 
der the pinball machine, sitting on 
my trumpet case. They took me home 
and we all sat in the kitchen and 
talked. My dad had been laying out 
$3 a week for my lessons and he had 
just bought me a new trumpet. It 
was a tremendous disappointment for 
him. 

“The only talent I had that I really 
dug was singing. So my dad started 
going with me to the clubs. I was 15 
then and Frank Palumbo continued

let me sing (at no pay) at his classy 
‘CR. Club’ in Philadelphia three 
nights a week. I had a lot of inhibi- 
tions. I sweated all the time.” 
People often told him, “You ought 
to be in movies,” and the notion 
started to germinate. Finally, nearing 
18, with his savings from an appren- 
tice job at his uncles’ jewelry store, 
plus a loan from his father, Jimmy 
financed a six-month trip to Holly- 
wood, with the sole aim of being Dis- 
covered. “How did I know that where 
I really should have been was in a 
Manhattan elevator?” he says now. 
If his career was sensational, his 
private life was more so—if we are 
to believe the fan magazines which 
relentlessly chronicled his every emo- 
tion. (Darren himself says that the 
fan magazine accounts are substantially 
accurate).

Jimmy was secretly dating Evy Nor- 
lund Larsen, formerly Miss Denmark 
in the Miss Universe contest of 1958. 
Fans denounced her for “stealing” 
Jimmy from Gloria. But in time they 
made an emotional adjustment to the 
new romance and started organizing 
Jimmy and Evy fan clubs. Their 1960 
wedding was covered from every an- 
gle. There were cops on hand to hold 
back the fans. A girl said, “I touched 
his sleeve!” Another said, “I touched 
his hand!” A photographer said, “Come 
on, bridey and groomy,. smile!” 


Darren’s second marriage has gen- 
erated a big fat zero in the way of 
sensationalism. Fans were only mildly 
titillated when their first son, Chris- 
tian, now 6,was born. Second son An- 
thony is now 3 and Jimmy Jr. is 10. 
For the rest, it’s despair time for 
gossip mongers. 

“We have no social life,” Jim says. 
“No Chasen’s, no premiéres. We belong 
to the Daisy but it’s a very boring 
club. I wouldn’t dream of going 
out without my wife and kids. I 
don’t get a better feeling from any- 
thing than being with my wife. We 
are great friends aside from being 
lovers.” 

The first thing Jim did when he 
made it big was buy a house for 
his mother and father. It was the 
first they had ever owned in 25 years 
of marriage. “I’d like to support my 
entire family on both sides—Ercolanis, 
Di Josies, uncle’, grandparents; every- 
body.” 

Darren has adopted the Sinatras 
as his West Coast family. Of Frank 
he says: “I can identify with him. I 
know pretty much what he went 
through. To see Frank a success makes 
me feel good. I can look at him and 
say that’s what my goal is. A down- 
to-earth, great, warm man.” Of Nancy 
Sr.: “She’s family. There’s a lot of 
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warmth over at her house.” Of Nancy 
Jr.. “She knows more about what 
I'm really like than anyone.” 

And what is Jimmy really like? 
Says Nancy: “Show-business people 
aren’t real people any more. Some- 
thing happens to the ego. But with 
Jimmy there are never any pretenses, 
facades, ever.” Says a studio exec- 
utive who was there when it all 
started to happen: “Jimmy weathered 
the clamor better than almost any- 
body. He was the Golden Boy who 
never let it go to his head. Yet some- 
how he never grabbed the brass ring.” 

Is it that Darren lacks that one 
ingredient commonly considered vital 
to success in this industry of images? 
His discoverer, Miss Selznick, who also 
unearthed Tony Curtis, put it this 
way: “Tony grabbed the world by the 
tail, but Jimmy was never the tiger.” 
A Columbia publicist in the days of 
his rapid rise said: “Jimmy never 
played the Hollywood game. He didn’t 
play up to people who could do him 
some good.” Yet if nice guys finish 
last, how do you figure Perry Como? 
Dean Martin? 


Darren is a great brooder about 
such questions. He’s moody; he admits 
it. “It’s nothing I try to hide. It’s from 
not being able to do the things I 
want to do.” He’s had the surfing 
bit. “Forget ‘Gidget.’ I want a chance 
to do other things.” 

He knows what he likes: “Time 
to prepare, respect, and the oppor- 
tunity to voice my opinion, I like 
a quiet set. I like the director to ask 
me if I’m ready, not only the camera- 
man.” What he doesn’t like: “Treating 
me like a prop, which I’m not.” 

Jimmy a prop? Not likely. Not as 
long as he has the wife, the kids, the 
family, the soda fountain, the pool 
hall, the pinball machine and the 
mountain top which is really a lit- 
tle bit of South Philadelphia, a little 
bit of himself.

Babies: A New Game-Show Lure 


Procter & Gamble, the biggest sponsor 
of them all ($180 million a year in TV 
advertising), has long peddled its 
wares to the housewife primarily 
through an assortment of daytime soap 
operas like The Edge of Night, Search 
for Tomorrow and Guiding Light. A 
different approach is in the making, 
though. Not that game shows are 
anything new, but the one P & G is 
polishing up, in company with NBC, 
has a novel gimmick: called The 
Baby Game, it requires a panel of 
young parents to watch infants wad- 
dling toward a choice of lures such 
as rattles, dolls, puppies, candy; and 
to guess which ones the tots will reach 
for. The performing tykes will be 
pre-filmed. “We couldn’t risk that 
part of it live,’ Larry White, NBC 
daytime program boss, explained. 
“They might bawl or go to sleep on 
us.” The babies, he meant. A P & G 
official in Cincinnati, who vowed he 
knew nothing of the undertaking 
(later a company spokesman con- 
firmed it), marveled at the format: 
“Tt sounds fantastic!” To a Madison 
Avenue agency man who heard of it, 
the show sounded “just like son of 
Supermarket Sweep.” 


National Educational Television hopes 
to bring off a series of half-hour 
documentaries later this year about 
the Russian Revolution, which took 
place just half a century ago. Don 
Dixon, NET public affairs chief, is in 
Moscow seeking a final nod from the 
Kremlin to go ahead without heavy- 
handed censorship. He also is trying to 


clear a long-delayed NET bid to film a 
TV series on how the famed Bolshoi 
trains its ballerinas. 


The lure of cracking the Iron Curtain 
is reaching into TV’s entertainment 
ranks too. Jennings Lang, production 
boss of the giant Universal Studios 
which cranks out series (The Virgin- 
ian, Run for Your Life, Dragnet 1967, 
etc.) as well as two-hour ersatz 
movies for NBC, is just back from a 
Kremlin visit. His pitch: Universal 
would like to shoot one of those 
movies-for-TV in Russia. He said he 
assured Soviet officials it would be a 
“simple love story, entirely nonpoliti- 
cal.” They'll give him the answer 
when he shows them the full script. 
He went with only an outline. If the 
political climate is right this Septem- 
ber, Merv Griffin, peripatetic host of 
a syndicated series, says he'll hop 
over to Moscow for eight days with 
a film crew in hopes of chitchat- 
ting with the man-in-the-Soviet- 
street, including one named Nikita 
Khrushchev. One reason Griffin is 
optimistic: His junket appears to have 
the blessing of Soviet U.N. envoy 
Nikolai Fedorenko who, it develops, 
likes Merv’s show. 


Addendum: CBS News says it has dug 
up so much “significant” material for 
its three-part inquiry into President 
Kennedy’s assassination that a fourth 
hour has been scheduled. The pro- 
grams will be telecast from Sunday, 
June 25 through the following Wed- 
nesday. —Richard K. Doan

\ X IE hoped for it—and we're gettin’ 
it: a rerun of “The Borgia 
Stick,” which this season stands as the 
exception to our critical conclusion 
that tailored-for-television movies are 
strictly T-movie, in the A-movie, B- 
movie alphabetical-order sense. 
What should “tailoring” for tele- 
vision mean—beyond an exact running 
time and a plot that allows for the 
hiccup-delivery resulting from sta- 
tion breaks and commercials? (In the 
course of one T-movie a statistic- 
minded colleague clocked 37 different 
product plugs—which makes you 
wonder not only about what the 
viewer was left to concentrate on but 
also about which sponsor thought he 
was making what impact.) For most 
“tailoring” the formula seems to have 
been to take a 30- or 60-minute tele- 
vision or B-movie plot and pad it 
with cheap studio props and effects 
and contract players for atmosphere. 


Which brings us to the distinction 
of “The Borgia Stick.” Most impor- 
tant, of course, is that it’s a humdinger 
of a crime drama, its topicality giving 
a sense of urgency, its quadruple- 
twist plot enough to make you look a 
bit closer at that nice couple next 
door or the button-down-collar type 
on the commuter train, and its melo- 
dramatics tautly laced with humor 
and emotion. But of almost equal im- 
portance are the production values 
that producer Richard Lewis has pro- 
vided. Filmed entirely in New York, 
the movie’s locales glow with an au- 
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thenticity that no studio sets can 
duplicate. Further, top-quality script 
and direction are exploited by a cast 
glittering with off-beat quality cast- 
ing ranging from Fritz Weaver to 
Marc Connelly to Sorrell Booke and 
Sudi Bond in bit roles. And it all 
goes to prove that tailoring—for any- 
thing, let alone television—has to 
have creativity. 


There’s not much of that look in 
the Hollywood theatrical produce that 
fills out the week’s bill. Fred Astaire 
and Lilli Palmer give “The Pleasure 
of His Company” whatever class this 
static stage comedy about a prodigal 
papa retains on screen. Some sleek 
B-52 jets and strikingly beautiful 
color photography of the Strategic 
Air Command in and out of action 
give “A Gathering of Eagles’ some 
status before it bogs into the domes- 
tic-crisis service-neurosis nonsense 
Air Force films are given to. And be- 
yond the notion that Rome was Fun 
City during World War Ii, “The 
Pigeon That Took Rome” offers some 
passable gags and a chance to see 
Charlton Heston in 20th-century cos- 
tume. 

This is the week, too, when you can 
catch Kim Novak as a_ cockney 
(Chicago or Canarsie breed) in “Of 
Human Bondage,” or Susan Hayward 
as a Deep South prostitute who makes 
it to the lieutenant-governor’s chair 
by fade-out time in “Ada.” What these 
movies are tailored for is anybody’s 
guess.

GROWS UP 


How Don Adams, the stickball boy, became a golfer 
BY DICK HOBSON 


Snaiching the mike from its stand, 
Don Adams strides downstage to a 
ringside table: “You’ve never heard 
of me, have you, sir?” His target, an 
Indiana tourist, squirms uneasily in 
his seat. Adams breathes confidence; 
he has lucked onto the perfect foil 
for his 35-minute stand-up routine. 
As Adams later explains: “I look 
at faces and try my test line. I look 
for the deadpan type or a guy slightly 
embarrassed, a little shy. I like to

work with people now; I have a good 
time myself that way. And so does 
the guy from Indiana.” 

It’s spring—video-series hiatus time 
—and Adams is narrowing his upper- 
bracket income gap with a five-figure 
club date before Get Smart hauls him 
back for his third season as Maxwell 
Smart, CONTROL’s “Agent 86.” A 
designation derived from the slang 
expression “to be eighty-sixed,” used 
to describe an obstreperous bar pa- 
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tron ordered cut off from liquor. A 
number-combination painful to Ad- 
ams, survivor of a dozen appren- 
tice years on the saloon circuit, in 
burlesque houses, strip joints, “and 
some other terriple places,” where 
drunks continually broke up his act. 

Compared to those days, the “sa- 
loon” this April of 1967 is practically 
chi-chi—one of those “carpet joints,” 
as they’re called in Las Vegas lingo. 
It’s the Copa Room at the Sands and 
customers are mercifully jammed in 
too tight for obstreperous-type booz- 
ing. They’ve negotiated the green-felt 
gauntlet of craps, roulette and black- 
jack—escaping for a 90-minute inter- 
val that recorded voice from above 
(Sinatra’s) and that anonymous “eye 
in the sky” beyond the one-way glass 
of the casino ceiling (Big Operator Is 
Watching You). 


This Don Adams of the Copa Room 
has shucked off those props and para- 
phernalia of his TV characterization. 
Opening night trepidations caused 
him to fall back on one trusty shtick. 
(Shoe-telephone rings. He answers 
shoe. “It’s for you.”) But by week- 
end, he has shaved an expendable 
20 minutes off his act and now—in 
the words of a boyhood pal who has 
known him for 30 of his 40 years: 
“He’s almost as close to Don Adams 
as he'll ever be.” 

When he opens his act with the 
stereotyped Would you believe? catch- 
phrase with which he has become in- 
extricably saddled, he speaks not as 
Smart but as Adams: “When I came 
to Vegas and was checking in at the 
Sands, there was a nervous couple 
at the registration desk and I over- 
heard the young man saying to the 
clerk, ‘Would you believe Mr. and 
Mrs. Jim Smith?’” 

As a long-time Adams-watcher ob- 
serves: “Don has finally discovered 
who he is.” And who he is provides 
the material for his act. 


“My wife is half Irish and half 
German,” he confides to the audience. 
“Tm half Irish and half Jewish. That’s 
the part that gets us into trouble. I 
won’t tell you what kind of a German 
she is, but she still gets post cards 
from an uncle in Argentina.” (Yocks.) 


One thing about Adams: He con- 
fines wife jokes to his act. At home, 
he’s all sobersides, a Victorian roman- 
tic. His wife, and mother of their 2- 
year-old daughter, is the former 
Dorothy Bracken of the June Taylor 
Dancers, and he has given her a 
watch engraved “I love you” on the 
back, with “more than the whole 
world” on one side, and “with my 
whole heart” on the other; a brace- 
let with a wedding-bells charm en- 
graved “I’m yours till time bids both 
farewell”; and for their sixth wed- 
ding anniversary last fall a jewel box 
carved of solid silver—at a flick of the 
lid, Mrs. Adams is bathed in the tran- 
sistorized amplification of her hus- 
band’s voice reciting the words of 
“their song,” with the lush Percy 
Faith orchestra swelling in the back- 
ground. 

Adams privately explains his par- 
ents’ mixed marriage: “My mother 
was an Irish Catholic and my father 
was a Hungarian Jew. When they 
married, both families disowned 
them.” He was born Donald James 
Yarmy, which, among other eventual- 
ities, meant that whenever young Yar- 
my had to line up in alphabetical or- 
der, as he had to do for four years 
in the Marine Corps, he always wound 
up at the tail end. Exasperation burned 
in his soul. Finally on impulse he 
changed his name from Yarmy to 
Adams at an Arthur Godfrey Talent 
Scouts audition, and years later, when 
Adams appeared on a Bob Hope 
Comedy Special with 20 illustrious 
and vain fellow-comedians billed in 
alphabetical order, Hope sarcastically 
cracked: “I want to thank continued 
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Don Adams/ continued 


Don Adams for this suggestion.” 

On the night-club stage, an inor- 
dinate proportion of time seems to be 
lavished on the one subject of golf. 
Adams keeps insisting that gelf pre- 
sents the greatest challenge of all 
sports. At an earlier stage of his life, 
up to several years ago, he used to 
fly into “golf tantrums,’ breaking 
clubs and hurling them into the water. 
Lately though, he manages to live 
with his scores in the mid-80’s. 

Adams has never alluded to the 
psychogenesis of his golf hangup, 
but it’s a subject rife with poten- 
tial. Thirty years ago, when he was 
10-year-old Don Yarmy on Manhat- 
tan’s Upper West Side—a few grimy 
blocks from Marjorie Morningstar’s 
lofty towers—he was a lowly “one- 
and-a-half-sewer man” at stickball. 
His boyhood chum Larry Storch, now 
of TV’s F Troop, could slam the ball 
past three sewer covers. Larry’s broth- 
er, Jay, could bat two sewers at least. 
And Jimmy Komack, now a triple- 
threat TV actor-writer-director (late 
of Tarzan)—and the social historian 
who has preserved all this illumi- 
nating detail—well, he forgets his own 
batting average, but he'll never for- 
get skinny little Don Yarmy as the 
sorriest “sewer man” in stickball. “He 
was a funny runner though.” 


Komack recalls Don as a neighbor- 
hood schlep-along, a follower who 
was always chiming in, “Lemme come 
too.” All the 93rd Street crowd were 
“nice” kids and their mothers forbade 
tangling with the Irish toughies from 
Amsterdam Avenue. The future come- 
dians evidently were even then de- 
veloping their comic sense for accord- 
ing to Komack: “You couldn’t open 
your mouth without being topped.” 

But what Don Adams himself re- 
calls most vividly about 93rd Street 
is 42nd Street—the irresistible lure 
of all those double-feature movie 
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houses. “I never went to school. I went 
to movies. Three times a week, maybe 
four. I thought Bogart was the suav- 
est, sexiest, coolest man in the world. 
I loved all those rotten little guys. 
Cagney. Garfield. Widmark. Those 
little guys were tough, they were 
cool, and they were only about 5- 
feet-8. Alan Ladd was 5-feet-6.” 
After Yarmy became Adams and 
Adams became Agent 86, he still 
found himself at times tense and 
twitchy about his miserable 5-feet-9 
stature (“99, you’re too statuesque!”). 
Adams consulted Beverly Hills de- 
signer Ron Postal, who is known 
for his “sensual stylings.” “Ron makes 
great clothes for me. I have a strange 
body: long torso and short legs. Ron 
made my jackets short and my pants 
with a high waistband. He succeeded 
in putting the various parts of me 
in proportion.” With Adams’ body 
taken care of, there still was said to 
be something “squinty,” “piggy” or 
“beady” about his eyes—‘deep-set 
raisins” is what Get Smart’s co-cre- 
ator Buck Henry calls them. Also a 
strangeness about his head, if one is 
to credit his 22-year-old hair stylist, 
“Little Joe” Torrenneva, who does 
what he can to cope with Adams’ 
“two different kinds of ears and odd, 
triangular head.” But Don’s not wor- 
ried: “Obviously, Dorothy likes guys 
with triangular heads.” 

His voice—variously described as 
“high-pitched,” “flat?” “clipped,” 
“strident” and “squeaky”—has under- 
gone a complete transformation par- 
alleling the evolution of Adams as 
performer. First were the years doing 
impressions of movie stars. Then came 
a whole repertoire of routines with 
that unmistakable Adams _ imprint, 
such as his schools for astronauts and 
umpires (“All right, Freebish, what’s 
a baseball?”). 

Emergent then, too, was an original 
and unusual characterization which 
began popping up in an assortment 
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of guises. “In 1954 I wrote a rou- 
tine for myself about a pompous de- 
tective who gathers all the suspects 
in a room and proceeds to sum up 
one of those involved murder cases. 
He gets so confused that nobody 
knows what he’s talking about. I took 
the voice from the way William 
Powell talked in the old ‘Thin Man’ 
movies. He sounded clever and so- 
phisticated, but I exaggerated it a 
little and it came out funny.” That 
detective in time evolved into the self- 
congratulatory house-dick, Glick, on 
The Bill Dana Show—a period when 
people still hadn’t heard of Adams, 
though they’d call out to him on the 
street, “Hi, Glick!” 

Glick became Smart, and Smart 
became famous. That made Adams 
famous, and almost immediately a 
strange thing began to happen: His 
rasping vocal decibels started to 
soften. His sultry co-star, Barbara 
Feldon (“99”), wonderingly recalls 
those weeks when “Don’s strident, 
anxious element dropped away like 
the first stage of a rocket.” 

“Adams and Smart are getting 
closer and closer together,” philos- 
ophizes executive producer Leonard 
Stern. “It’s like a marriage where 
each partner begins to resemble the 
other. Audiences aren’t dialing Get 
Smart any more; they’re tuning in to 
The Don Adams Show.” 

It’s been a roundabout road to 
Vegas. He took a strange name, hid 
behind the mannerisms of others, dis- 
guised his voice, enacted alien charac- 
terizations. Somewhere along the way 
something happened to change his 
course: “Don has finally discovered 
who he is.” He tore off his mask, 
threw aside his crutches, shed all 
protective coloration. And now: “He’s 
almost as close to Don Adams as he'll 
ever be.” 

“Know something?” said Adams in 
Vegas in April. “Wish I'd never 
changed my name. Yarmy wasn’t all 
that bad.”

or an actress whose parents are 
both veteran theatrical and mo- 
tion-picture performers . . . 

Who received a round of applause 
from a crowded Broadway theater 
the night she was born... . 

Who was raised “on the road” 
with touring dramatic companies... 

Who was appearing in television 
commercials before she was a year 
old... 

And who is now co-starring in a 
major TV series... 

Sara Lane, who plays Elizabeth 
Grainger in The Virginian on NBC, 
is probably the most untheatrical 
person in Hollywood—or anywhere 
else, for that matter. 

For instance. 

Just take that name. There have 
been grandes dames of the theater, 
such as Sarah Siddons and Sarah 
Bernhardt, but young actresses now- 
adays have names like Melody or 
Karen or Jill. And Sara Lane’s name 
isn’t really Sara. It’s Russell! That’s 
what they call her at home. It can 
be very confusing sometimes, be- 
cause her father’s name is Russell and 
her mother’s name is Sara, so there 
are two Russells and two Saras in 
the house. 

Then there is the matter of the 
house, a rambling, ranchy place near 
the beach at Malibu. Sara Lane does 
not have her own apartment like 
most young actresses, but lives at 
home (“a funny, funny, wonderful, 
added-onto house”) with her parents, 
her younger brother and sister, four 
horses and four dogs. Sara’s bedroom, 
unlike the fluffy bower of the tradi- 
tional actress, is a utilitarian paneled 
room which used to he the garage. 
Sara Lane wears no makeup and 
makes her own clothes, the skirts of 
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difference between Sara Lane and most starlets 


which not only are not mini, they 
sometimes actually cover the knee! 

As for escorts, they are not the 
Hollywood glamor boys who take her 
to discotheques. She admits, “There 
are a couple of boys I kind of like,” 
but she does not frequent the “in” 
places with them. In fact, she says, “I 
don’t have a very exciting social life. 
I don’t go out a lot. We usually just 
sit around the house and listen to 
records.” When she has to go to a 
business cocktail party, she says, 
“I’ve found my father to be the best 
escort.” Since she has not yet learned 
to drive, her father also takes her to 
work and brings her home. 


It was Sara’s father, veteran char- 
acter actor Russell (“Rusty”) Lane, 
who was responsible for her coming 
into the world to the sound of 
applause. He was playing the Cap- 
tain in “Mister Roberts” on Broad- 
way at the time. The night of March 
12, 1949, he got word near the end 
of the performance that his wife, 
actress Sara Anderson, had had a 
baby girl. As soon as the play was 
over, he told Henry Fonda about it 
and then left for the hospital. Fonda 
announced the news to the cast as 
they lined up for curtain calls. The 
other performers were applauding 
the announcement when the curtain 
went up, so Fonda stepped to the 
footlights and told the audience, which 
then also gave the new baby a round 
of applause. 

Later, when “Mister Roberts” went 
on the road, with Mrs. Lane playing 
a nurse, Sara went along too. “We 
had two cribs,” recalls Mr. Lane. 
“One was shipped with the props and 
set up backstage. The other was 
collapsible and could be carried in a 
suitcase to our hotel. My wife and I 
had two dressing rooms wherever 


we played, but we just used one for 
ourselves. The other was the nursery. 
The baby would nap during the per- 
formance and then stay up late with 
us afterward. Once, after a blizzard 
in Montreal, there were no cabs 
available, so we ‘mushed’ her to the 
theater in the collapsible crib.” 

Sara trouped with her parents 
again when the Lanes were in the 
road company of “The Desperate 
Hours.” By this time she had a little 
brother, and they would sneak into 
box seats and shout, “Bravo!” when 
their parents took their bows. 

By this time, too, she had begun 
and ended the first phase of her 
theatrical career, and here Sara Lane 
is one up on the actresses who pose 
for pictures in Playboy. She posed 
nude for a soap commercial when she 
was 9 months old! Her father says, 
“She was a beautiful child and much 
in demand. She did three commercials 
before she was a year old.” 

The Lane family settled in Cali- 
fornia 10 years ago. At first they lived 
in suburban Brentwood, but Sara’s 
increasing interest in horses brought 
about the move to the ranch at 
Malibu. 


Her talents as an actress gave her 
the opportunity to pursue her horse 
hobby. With the money she made 
doing commercials, she bought her 
“first real good mare.” In 1964 she 
entered a “Miss Teen-Age” contest, 
which brought her to the attention 
of motion-picture producer William 
Castle, who cast her in “I Saw What 
You Did,” starring Joan Crawford. 
She played a “little, fat, blonde teen- 
ager”—her description. The money 
she made in the movie went to have 
her mare bred by “a proven sire.” 
Now, she says, “I have my own filly.” 

Sara blames her interest continued

in horses for one habit which detracts 
somewhat from her country-girl im- 
age—smoking cigarets. She says, 
“T build my own corrals and muck out 
my own stables. I picked up smoking 
from the wranglers. It’s just lucky 
I don’t chew tobacco.” 

Unlike most young actresses, she 
did not participate in high school 
dramatics when she attended Santa 
Monica High. She says, “After making 
the movie in my first year, I was 
afraid that more would be expected 
of me than I could deliver. I was just 
shy, I guess.” 

It was this lack of pretension, plus 
her wholesome appearance, which 
was responsible for Sara’s getting the 
role of Elizabeth Grainger in The 
Virginian. Frank Price, the program’s 
executive producer at the time, says, 
“T didn’t want to wind up with anoth- 
er Hollywood blonde. We considered 
80 to 100 girls. I was looking for a 
straightforward, girl-next-door qual- 
ity, and that’s what I found in Sara.” 

After a year as co-star of a major 
television series, Sara Lane still re- 
tains that quality. Even as an actress, 
she is unactressy. She says, “When I’m 
on a soundstage, I get flippy. I like 
being on a real dirty location.” 

Although the Lane family is heav- 
ily show-biz oriented, their interests 
are varied and far-ranging. Sara’s 
father was head of the drama depart- 
ment at the University of Wisconsin 
for many years before he became an 
actor; her mother was an “exception- 
ally talented student.” Mr. Lane says, 
“We have always stopped dinner to 
look up the answer to a question 
that has come up in the discussion.” 
Sara goes to concerts and art exhibits 
rather than to movies and disco- 
theques; and in addition to horses, she 
says, “I love politics.” 

As for acting, she says, “I don’t 
want to do it if I can’t be good—I 
don’t want to be a starlet.”

In 1938 my second-grade class at P.S. 
186 in Brooklyn went on a trip to 
Radio City, as Rockefeller Center was 
then known. Seeing the “Jack Arm- 
strong” radio program live was a very 
educational experience. I learned, for 
example, that Jack Armstrong wasn’t 
an all-American boy, but a balding 
actor. It was the most exciting day in 
my life, but I still don’t trust anything 
I hear on radio. 

My paternal instinct was aroused 
when my 8-year-old daughter brought 
home this well-written composition 
from her second-grade class at the 
Anna C. Scott School in Leonia, N.J.: 


Dear Mommy, 

On Friday, March 3, 1967, Mrs. 
Korth’s class is taking a trip to 
the CBS-TV Studio in New York. 
Please give me $1.50 for milk and 
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the bus. I am very happy about 
going to the CBS Studio in New 
York. 
Yours truly, 
Suzy Kitman 


From past experience I knew that 
when I asked Suzy what had happened 
at school the day of the big trip, she 
would say, “Nothing.” “Wouldn’t it be 
exciting,” I asked Suzy, “if I went 
along on your trip?” 

“What for?” she asked. I decided to 
go anyway. Pulling some strings, I 
managed to be invited along. 

Talking to Eva Korth, the teacher, 
on the bus ride in from the suburbs, 
I learned the class had been studying 
television production as part of the 
“communications” curriculum in the 
second grade. Words like “audio,” 
“video,” “control room,” “booms” and 
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“dollies” rolled easily off the second- 
graders’ tongues. The kids also talked 
about getting jobs in TV when they 
grew up. Seth’ Jacobson said he 
wanted to be a comedy writer. Suzy 
said that while her father wanted her 
to be a doctor, she might like being 
president of CBS first. 

“I’m scared,” Nell Winokur said as 
the class entered the lobby of the CBS 
Broadcast Center on West 57th 
Street. “What if we meet Wally and 
Beaver? Leave It to Beaver is on 
now.” “As long as we don’t meet their 
parents,” Suzy said. “They always 
seem to know everything about 
solving kids’ problems. I don’t like 
smarty-pants parents.” 

Margie Feinstein said she didn’t 
care what program the class saw in 
action; all she wanted was an auto- 
graph. Otherwise her friends in Leonia 
wouldn’t believe she actually had been 
to a real TV studio. Suzy said that 
under no circumstances would she go 
on the set of As the World Turns. 
“That’s the program where they al- 
ways have people screaming and get- 
ting mad,” she explained for my bene- 
fit. “And somebody is always going 
to the hospital.” 

The class was divided into three 
sections, and Mrs. Korth reminded 
her students to pay attention to the 
pages serving as guides. The page 
assigned to our section introduced 
himself as Gary and admitted that 
he was just as nervous as the kids. 
“T’ve had seventh-graders,” he said to 
the class parents, “but never such 
little children.”
